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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 38-45, drawn to an in vitro method of functionally determining at 
physiological conditions deficiencies in the lectin pathway of the complement system. 

Group I, claim(s) 46-60, drawn to a kit for functionally determining at physiological 
conditions deficiencies in the lectin pathway of the complement system. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The components of 
the kit in Group II are known substances which could be used in any assay already 
known for assaying the complement system (see, for example, Gupta-Bansal et al, 
Molecular Immunol. 2000; Zimmerman-Nielsen et al, Scand. J. Immunol., 2002; and 
Roos et al, J. of Immunol. 2001 , all as cited in the IDS filed on 1 1 January 2005). 



Furthermore, this application contains claims directed to more than one species 
of the generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because 
they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1. 
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The species are as follows: 

A. C1 complex inhibitors: the various species of inhibitors claimed in each of 
claims 38-41, 46, and 48-50 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

For claims 38-41 , 46 and 48-50, Applicant should elect one species of C1q complex 
inhibitor for which the initial search and examination should be based upon. 

The following claim(s) are generic: None. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: C1 inhibitors are known in the art, 
and are therefore, are not considered to be a special technical feature (see, for example 
Roos et al cited above). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
